Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Representative provided a brief overview of the 
technology of the claimed invention and provided arguments regarding the differences between Coss and how the 
report generator sends both the trigger definitions as well as generates the report, whereas the claimed invention has 
the host send the trigger definitions, the listening device intercepting these trigger definitions, recording them, then 
sending them to the tool, and then intercepting the report generated by the tool, recording the report, and then sending 
the report back to the host. The listening device then generates the report using both the report trigger definitions and 
the sent report, which is different than Coss since the host generates the report. Applicant further explained what is 
meant by "context-sensitive data" and a "context-insensitive report".
